The first in a series of 
predicted budget cuts was 
made when Gov. Thompson 
reduced the state's Dept of 
Revenue and Dept. of Public 
Aid budgets by $25 million, 
according to State Rep. Dick 
Klemm ( R-Crystal Lake). 

Klemm said the $10.76 
billion general funds budget 
approved by the General 
Assembly is expected to be 
reduced by $390 million early 
next week when the 
Governor announces more 
state agency budget cuts. 

The budget proposal -now 
on the Governor's desk does 
not incorporate an across- 
the-board ' two percent 
reduction' plan offered by 
House .Republicans before 
the General: Assembly ad- 
journed July 1, Klemm said. 

The Dept. of-. Revenue's 
budget was cut $16 million 



and Public Aid's was 
reduced by $9 million, 
Klemm said. In addition to 
announcing the cuts in the 
two agencies' budgets, the 
Governor also said he will 
not ask the legislature to 
consider a tax increase when 
it reconvenes for the fall veto 
session. 

The $9 million reduction in 
Public Aid's budget will not 
affect grant levels for 
welfare recipients.

Senate Republicans 
ultimately won out, putting 
$8 million more for mental 
health in the final stale 
budget," Sen. Geo-Karis 
reported. "The legislation 
gives Waukegan $18,856 
million instead of $18,817 
million, which was all the 



House was originally willing 
to provide." 

Geo-Karis said funding for 
mental health facilities has 
not kept in step with the 
growing need for services. 
"We can't fulfill the state's 
responsibility to children 
and adults with mental or 
developmental disabilities if 
we don't provide adequate 



funding," she said. "There is 
a particular need for ser- 
vices to young adults who 
have passed the eligibility 
age for programs within the 
school system." 

Geo-Karis said the final 
decision on the state's 



funding for the Department 
of Mental Health and 
Developmental Disabilities 
is now up to the Governor. 
"By putting the extra dollars 
in the fiscal 1988 ap- 
propriation, we have done 
everything possible to send 



him a strong message that 
we feel mental health. ser- 
vices must have priority in 
the budget," she said. 

The 1988 fiscal year began 
July 1, and Sen. Geo-Karis 
said she expects the 
Gpvernnor to act promptly.

An automobile accident on Rte. 83 tn 
Trevor, In October of 1986, left three-and-one- 
half-year old Danny Crews of Antloch per- 
manently paralyzed. 

Danny's mother Sheryl lost control of the 
car while driving home from church in 
Wilmot, The car hit another vehicle spun and 
ended in a ditch. 

The accident permanently injured Danny's 
spinal cord and he was flown to Froedert 
Hospital in Milwaukee, given little chance of 
survival by those who treated him at 
Westpsha Emergency Center in Silver Lake. 

Danny did survive, although he is unable to 
breath without the aid of a respirator. Danny 
returned home after seven months. His 
mother, who works at the Great Lakes Naval 
Center, was also injured in the accident, 
suffering a broken neck. She has since 
recovered and is back to work. 

Danny's father Gerald reports that his 
employee InsuranceCCooperative Credit 
Union, Waukegan) has paid all of Danny's 
horrendous medical bills and is. financing a 
live-in nurse to care for Danny. 

Danny sings and laughs like most boys his 
age and loves to watch tv, but his new way of 
life is calling for major renovation of the 
Crews home, estimated to cost $30,000; a cost 
that the family cannot afford. 

The family room must be enlarged to 



accomodate Danny's large wheelchair which 
also holds the respirator. A ramp must be 
installed at the front door, the back deck 
must be brought flush with the entrance and 
a small elevator must be installed so Danny 
can go in his wheelchair to other floors of the 
house. 

Plans are also to purchase a van that has a 
hydraulic wheelchair lift which will cost and 
additional $17,000. 

The Crews family is grateful for the 
tremendous support received from relatives, 
friends and neighbors and now the Lake 
County YMCA-Indian Guides is sponsoring a 
five-mile walk-a-thon-bike-a-thon at 1 p.m.

Twenty-five 
years ago, when the fair was getting settled ' 
into permanent quarters at Grayslake, cows 
outnumbered horses. Today, you can see 
more horses at the Lake County Fair doing 
more things than anywhere in the nation 
outside a wild mustang roundup in Wyoming. 



One of the irres is table appeals of the 
countv fair, in our mind, is its sameness. You 
can enjoy familiar sights and sounds while 
comparing this year's best quilt and blue 
ribbon blueberry pie with years past. In a 
nation given to change, where buildings have 
become almost as disposable as diapers, 
. there aren't many places you can do that. 

The fair is one of the last events left that 
draw Lake Countians together. As we push a 
half-million in population and subdivisions 
from one town start overlapping another 
community, we get farther apart in lifestyles 
and understanding of our neighbors. Outside 
of real estate tax bills, Lake County residents 
don't have much in common anymore except 
the county fair. 

The Lake County Fair runs July 29-August 
2. We're looking forward to a great week for 
a great county fair. See you there! 



Growing Interest In History 



The continued .growth in local history is a 
healthy sign. More and more citizens are 
banding together in either loose-knit interest 
groups or organizing historical societies 
along formal lines. This is the sign of a 
maturing society. 

The Lakes Region Historical Society* 
reached a landmark on Saturday, July 18, 
with the dedication and opening of a per- 
manent home and museum. The building 
itself has historical significance, serving as 
the home of a two-year high school (the 
forerunner of Antioch Twp. High School), 
and later as an elementary school. Lakes 
Region members are to be congratulated for 
their efforts in the cause of advancing the 



recording of history in this locality. 

For many years, the only active historical 
group in our area was the Fort Hill Historical 
Society which met regularly in Liberty ville 
and Mundelein.

Protecting Citizens 

Editor: 

It was never the Wauconda Village Boards 
intent to put lawn care companies out of 
business, but only to protect the rights of all 
its citizens. The law was not especially 
stringent, but it did give the village a 
knowledge of who was making herbicide and 
pesticide applications and proof that they 
were properly licensed by the state, so that' 
not only the citizens with health problems 
were helped, but the village fresh water, 
sewerage treatment plant and Bangs Lake 
were protected against illegal dumping of 
poisonous materials. 

Some of the applicators followed our or- 
dinance and still voluntarily abide by it. 
According to their statements, there was no 
significant added expense or problems to 
their operation. The Illinois Supreme Court 
opinion was that although we had a right to 
pass the law, we were pre-empted by the fact 
that we were not a home rule community. 

On the positive side of our starting the ball 
rolling with passage of our ordinance, I have 
received letters of support and requests for 
our ordinance from 50 or 60 states, counties 
and cities across the country and a number 
of them have passed laws as strong as ours, 
or stronger. Five < states have passed laws 
requiring posting and notification by lawn' 
care companies; they are Maryland, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. Many other states are considering 
legislation. 

I feel that we have exhausted our court 
appeals, so now we should look at changing 
state and federal laws to come closer to 
protecting our rights as citizens. I suggest 
that we should appeal to our legislature and 
the federal government to strengthen the 
pesticide and herbicide laws to make them 
uniform across the country and that we ask 
the citizens to voice their support for this 
stand to their legislature.

Who's To Pay For Water? 

Editor: 

The Central Lake County Joint Action 
Water Agency says that on Nov. 3, 1987 
voters in 10 towns in Lake County will be 
asked to approve a method of financing a $70 
million project to bring Lake Michigan water 
to Central Lake County. What is proposed is 
"an equal mixture of general obligation 
bonds and real estate tax, financed revenue 
bonds." If half the $70 million cost is paid 
through revenue bonds the real estate tax of 
the owner of a $75,000 house would be about 
$100 a year, the agency's financial consultant 
says. 

If the scheme is rejected, the agency plans 
to go ahead and finance the entire project 
with revenue bonds. This method would be 
substantially more expensive. 

Because Central Lake County depends 
largely on ground water for Its water supply, 
development has been curtailed somewhat.

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Civilians Get Taste Of Life On The High Seas

Ever, in Lake County, an ocean-going 
experience is only minutes away when you 
cruise Lake Michigan. 

And when you're aboard a U.S. military 
vessel, you quickly realize that Lake 
Michigan offers all the thrills of the high 
seas. In reality, our big lake to the east is an 
inland ocean. 

, A group of civilians aboard the USS Oliver 
Hazard Perry discovered the vastness of 
Lake Michigan and experienced life aboard a 
warship during a five-hour cruise. 

Among the passengers on board were Bill 
and Bob Schroeder of Lakeland Newspapers. 
Bill is general sales manager, while Bob is a 
route supervisor in the circulation depart- 
ment. 

"The captain of the Oliver Hazard Perry 
has arrived." Those muffled words coming 
from the loudspeaker reverberated off the 



decks. With that cue, 50 men sprang into 
position, each performing a duty they have 
been specifically trained for. 

A deafening whine from the twin DC-10 
turbo engines put 40,000 shaft horsepower to 
the 10-foot stainless steel propellor. The 
Oliver Hazard Perry FFG7 (fast frigate 
guided missile) sailed from Milwaukee 
Harbor to Navy Pier in Chicago on July 14. 
Tagged as a public relations voyage, the 
crew and captain of the Perry, met and were 
hosts to your reporters and more than 100 
guests and supporters of the U.S. Navy.

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Legislature Approves Stricter Boating Laws 



The Illinois Legislature 
has approved legislation to 
help cut down on boating 
accidents by raising the age 
requirement for young 
boaters and requiring safety 
courses for them. 

Under HB 2201, sponsored 
by Sen. "Adeline Geo-Karis 
(R-Zion), the legal age for 
operating a motorboat would 
be raised form 10 to 12, and 
youngsters from 12 to 18 
would be required to com- 
plete an eight-hour boating 
safety course to qualify for 
boating certificates. 



' "Too many accidents have 
occured because children 
were allowed to operate 
boats before they . were 
qualified to do so," Sen. Geo- 
Karis said. "Inexperienced 
boaters are a menace not 
only to themselves and their 
passengers, but other 
boaters in Illinois waters. It 
only costs $5 for a youngster 
to take the Dept, of Con- 
servation safety course, and 
this requirement could save 
lives." 

She said violations of the 
age or safety course 



requirements would lead to 
fines of $25 to to $100. 
Violations committed with 
the knowledge of a parent 
would be considered 



violations by the parent, 

A companion bill, HB 2202, 
would require circuit courts 
to report boating DUI 
convictions to the Dept. of 



Conservation, so that 
boating priveleges cna be 
suspended or revoked, 
whichever is required by 
existing law.

Hard Work Bu^lt American Wealth

Most wealthy Americans survey: business 

gottheirmoney by working proprietors, corporate 

executives, public officials, 



hard in their own buisness- 
not by inheriting it from 
wealthy relatives. And most 
highly affluent people are 
solid, middle-aged citizens 
with traditional family 
values-not money-grubbing 
yuppies. 

These are the findings of a 
new poll by Louis Harris and 
Associates, the New York- 
based national opinion 
research organization. 
Eighty-two percent of the 
wealthy say they've 
acquired most of their 
financial assets through 
their own hard work, says 
the report, "Success in 
America: A Study of the 
Upper-Affluent." ' Six per- 
cent say they inherited most 
of their assets. 

Wealthiest by far are the 
self-employed, notes the 
study; 68 percent of the 
upper-affluent who have net 
worths of $1 million or more 
are self-employed in their 
own businesses. Conversely, 
68 percent of those who have 
net worth below $500,000 
work for a company. 

The poll is based on 500 
interviews with financial 
decision makers in 
households with net worths 
of $5OO,00O-excluding their 
primary residences~or 
minimum annual incomes of 
$100,000. The households 
were selected at random 
from upscale census tracts 
nationwide. 

Wealthy households are 
headed by income producers 
with a median age of 48. Only 
14 percent of the wealthy 
households are headed by a 
person 35 or under. 

The study found that the 
people who have been most 
successful at accumulating 
wealth embody the work 
ethic to the point where they 
don't want to retire. 

"They are traditional, 
middle-aged Americans with 
a highly developed work 
ethic and sense of family 
values," said Lawrence P. 
English, president of CIGNA 
Individual Financial Ser- 
vices Co., the Hartford, 
Conn, firm that com- 
missioned the study . 

"The most remarkable 
thing about those who have 
more money than others is 
just how unremarkable they 
really are," English- said. 
"Unencumbered by the 
baggage of what's often 
called the 'me generation,' 
they seem to embody the 
best of traditional 
America;" 

Antoher surprising finding 
is that the rich do not hold 
material goals and status in 
high regard. For example, 
only seven percent said that 
belonging to a prestigious 
club is important, and only 
one in 10 think owning art or 
prestigious cars is im- 
portant. At the same time, 55 
percent said they attach high 
importance to their ability to 
contribute to charities, in- 
stitutions or other causes. 
Members of the following 



professions r$ ponded to the vestments for upper-affluent 

families, the poll said. Here 
is a breakdown of the study's 
findings on investments: 



health and educational 
administrators, doctors, 
dentists and other health 
professionals, scientists, 
engineers, artists, en- 
tertainers, athletes, 
lawyers, judges, and stock, 
real estate and insurance 
brokers. 

Although most upper- 
affluent Americans say they 
use the assistance of 
bankers, certified public 
accountants, lawyers, stock 
brokers, insurance agents 
and financial planners, 71 
percent of these, self-made 
successes say they manage 
their finances themselves. 

Howeverm the nation's 
wealthy are not gamblers 
when it comes to in- 
vestments, the Harris poll 
found. 

"Risky investments such 
as junk bonds and com- 
modities hold little appeal 
for these upscale families," 
English said. 

By far, real estate heads a 
long list of lucrative in- 



-Ninety percent of 
America's rich people own a 
home and four percent own 
an apartment or con- 
dominium. Twelve percent 
of the wealthy who own a 
home say it is valued at $1 
million or more; Another 35 
percent estimate the market 
value of their house at 
$300,000 or more. 

In addition, 79 percent of 
wealthy say they held a real 
estate investment during the 
past year. Arid 34 percent 
said they arc likely to invest 
in real estate property in 
1987. ' 

"Despite the expected 
negative effect of tax 
reform, the rich continue to 
think of real csatc favorably 
because of its long-term 
implications," English said. 

"-Seventy-five percent said 
they invest in the stock 
market, and 57 percent 
choose mutual funds. 
Seventy-one percent put 
cash in money market funds, 
while 46 percent choose tax- 



free bonds. Thirty-three 
percent prefer top-rated 
corporate bonds, ~ 

-Fifty-eight percent hold 
passbook accounts and 
whole life insurance, while 
29 percent invest in single- 
premium life insurance 
policies. Other savings in- 
vestments, include money 
market accounts (56 per- 
cent) and certificates of 
dcposi t ( 54 percent) . 

-Several other in- 
vestments are popular with, 
the rich, including limited 
partnerships (39 percent), 
oil or gas (25 percent), and 
precious metals (21 per- 
cent).

Here Are Ins, Outs 
Of Renting A Car

For most people, the only time they will ever rent a car is 
while on vacation. Naturally there are many questions. The 
following are some of the most common : 

Q. Do I need a major credit card to rent a car? 

A. Not always. Some require a credit card, but your travel 
agent should be able to find one which can offer some options. 
Some car companies will request credit information before 
you rent. From this, they will determine the amount of cash 
deposit you will need to leave with them. Others may have a 
set deposit amount of one or two hundred dollars. This 
amount could be less if you prepay the rental cost. 

Q. Do I need to buy the insurance offered by the car rental 
agency? 

A. There are a couple of types of insurance offered. The 
first is called personal accident insurance. This is nothing 
more than over-priced accidental death insurance. It is not 
necessary if you have any type of life insurance. It also 
covers a small amount of medical costs, but only for injury 
while in the rental car. It is not liability insurance. 

The other is collision damage waivers. This is also over- 
priced, and may not be needed. Check with your insurance 
agent. If your own car insurance extends your collision 
coverage and personal liability to a rental car, you do not 
need to purchase collision damage insurance. Be certain that 
your policy covers both liability and collision on a rental car 
before refusing the insurance. You could be liable for up. to 
$2,000 in damage to the rental car. If you are covered, don't 
be pressured into buying double coverage. 

Q. What does it cost to rent a car? 

A. This varies greatly by location, day of week and length 
of time. The least expensive rentals are in Florida. A weekly 
rate of around $40 is not uncommon in that area. Cars in 
Jamaica, on the other hand, rent for about $220 a week. 
Weekend rates are lower than weekdays. Weekend rates are 
usually from noon on Thursday to noon on Monday. 

Q. How is my rental bill calculated? 

A. Cars are rented for a 24-hour period. If you pick up your 
car at 3 p.m. on Thursday and bring it back by 3 p.m. on 
Friday, you will be charged for one day. If you bring it back 
at 4 p.m. on Friday you will be charged for two days. You 
may also be charged for miles over a certain amount' 
allowed. If you are going to do a lot of driving, look for a rate 
with unlimited miles. 

In most cases, it is best to bring the car back with a full 
tank of gas. Otherwise you will be charged an inflated fuel 
charge to fill the tank.- ■ 

Some final tips: Don't be talked into a larger car than you 
requested, unless you really want one. Don't pay for in- 
. surance you don't need. Always reserve a car ahead of time 
so you will know the price, Your travel agent can secure a 
guaranteed rate for you. If you have children,' inquire about 
infant seat laws. Seats can be rented through the car rental 
agency.

What started as a dream in 
1976 is today a summer 
vacation for Tim Townsend. ■ 

"In 1976, the Bicentennial 
year, a group of cyclists rode 
across the nation visiting 
historical sights. Ever since, 
I wanted to do that but every 
summer something - lack of 
funds, school, a job - got in 
the way;" Townsend said. 

So this summer, a com- 
bination of circumstances is 
allowing Townsend to pedal 
his way across the United 
States from San Pransisco to 
Portland Me.

Norm Yost, stepping down 
from his position as Fox 
Lake Code Enforcement 
officer, said that tracking 
down errant property 
owners causing eyesores can 
often prove difficult. 

Mailboxes seldom show 
the owner's name and the 
"property may have an ab- 
sentee owner, he said. 

Thus, the official may 
have to resort to consulting : 
the taxbooks in order to lasso 
the identity of the actual 
owner. And the problem is 
compounded when the 
property is held in trust and 
only a bank's name may 
spring up at the end of the 
tunnel. 

Still another problem 
confronted Yost this year, an 
elusive absentee landlord. 

Yost said that the lan- 
dlord, George Novack, of 
Chicago, owns three rental 
homes in the Woodland and 
Hi Merest area. 

He said that building 
materials, junk cars and 
auto parts defaced the 
property and he worked on 
the case since Dec. of 1986. 

In Jan. of 1987, he sent 
Novack a letter directing; 
him to appear in court 



because of the debris. The 
first court date was then set 
in February and Novack just 
appeared in July. 

On July 15, Circuit Court 
No. 3 in Fox Lake ordered 
him to pay a $300 fine if the 
property is not cleaned up in 
30 days! 

But Yost said that taking 
such cases all the way to 
court is both time- 
consuming and expensive. 

First the officer must 
divert attention from his 
enforcement duties to ap- 
pear in court and second the 
village Incurs legal expenses 
in prosecuting the case. 

The officer must take 
photographs, as well, to 
document the case as 
evidence for court sub- 
mission. 

Asked if a cooperative 
public effort would ease the 
nuisance problem, he said 
that Fox Lake does a clean- 
up annually i n the spring.

The confrontation of Satan 
by men (and or women), is a 
premise that has been 
employed by artists and 
writers ever since, well, ever 
since there have been artists 
and writers. Past works such 
as The Devil And Daniel 
Webster', The Damnation Of 
Faust', 'Don Juan In 'Heir, 
Dante's Inferno* as well as 
one or two good television 
episodes of the Twilight 
Zone' TV show have 
employed this device with 
success. The movie "The Wit- 
ches Of Eastwick? carries on 
this well founded tradition 
and employs several con- 
temporary plot twists of its 
own just for fun. 

The setting of 'The Wit- 
ches Of Eastwick 1 is taken 
from the title. Eastwick is a 
fictitious contemporary east 
coast town (not unlike Salem , 
Mass.?) 'where 'guess who* 
has decided to take up 
residence. Jack Nlckolson 
plays the role (to the hilt) of 
the mysterious and very 
strange stranger who has 
just taken up residence In 
the town's long deserted and 
historic mansion. Seems the 
place, was the sight of some 
unsavory witch hangings in 
days long gone. The 
townspeople are set to 
wondering just who this 
newcomer is and why it is 
that everyone seems to be 
having such a hard time 



recalling his name. Yes, he 
does seem to have a very 
'magnetic' personality and 
plays one 'hell' of a game of 
tennis, as three of the 
townswamen soon discover, 
but what is he up to?

I The movie has already 
hinted, in an earlier comic 
scene involving a sudden 
I thunderstorm at a school 
commencement, that 
(together these women have 
some sort of latent super- 
natural ability. No sooner 
I have they made this wish, 
then a mysterious stranger 
(arrives- a man both 
- revolting and irresistably 
charming at the same time. 

I That's when the fun really 
takes off. This is because the 



stranger is played, of course, 
by Jack Nicholson. He is 
perfect for this role (and 
vice-versa). He plays it with 
the snake-like charm that is 
his trademark and clearly 
has a good time doing it. 

Another standout perfor- 
mance in the movie belongs 
to Cher, who, with such films 
as 'Silkwood', 'Mask' and 
now this one, has surprising- 
ly proven herself as a very 
talented dramatic actress.

Romantic comedies are 
out of favor in Hollywood 
these days, but with 
"Roxanne," Steve Martin 
has written a pretty darn 
good one.

Martin has the good 
looks and charm to be a 
leading man, but usually 
plays against type.

overruled by farce. And 
his characters in 
Jerk," "Pennies 
Heaven" and "Little 
Shop of Horrors" were, no 
lady-killers either. 

Here, he plays his 
straightcst romantic role 
yet. Wearing a, perfectly 
fashioned makeup nose, 
Martin portrays C.D. 
Bales, a small-town fire- 
man who falls for a beau- 
tiful astronomer named.

vich. Chris is a hunk, but 
beneath his good looks he 
lacks talent as a lover. So 
he enlists the aid of Mar- 
tin as the ghostwriter for 
his courtship. 

Anyone familiar with 
"Cyrano" will recognize 
the story, and Martin has 
adeptly adapted the old 
to the new. Instead of a 
sword, Martin parries 
with a walking stick. The 
famous balcony scene is 
made hilarious by a noisy 
police scanner that rude- 
ly intrudes on, the court- 
ship. And while Cyrano 
would have found drink- 
ing wine through his nose 
utterly disgraceful, Mar-' 
tin won't let good taste 
stand in the way of a gag. 

The film also stars 
Shelley Duvall as an ami- 
able barkeep and Fred 
Willard as the town may- 
or.

In "Werewolf," Con- 
nors plays Skorzeny, the 
adversary of college stu- 
dent Eric Cord (John J. 
York). After Cord was 
bitten by his roommate, a 
werewolf, he murdered 
the roommate in self-de- 
fense and set out to kill 
the original beast (Con- 
nors) in order to remove 
the- werewolf curse. In 
the manner of the '60s se- 
ries "The Fugitive," Cord 
is both pursuer and pur- 
sued, at once chasing 
Connors and being 



chased by the police. 

"I play the original 
bloodline of the were- J 
wolf," Connors says. 
"I'm 1400 or 1500 years 
old. My blood isn't red, 
it's black. I'm evil 
incarnate." 

At first, Connors had 
doubts about the chances 
for a weekly suspense so- 
ries. But they were dis- 3 
polled when he read the 
"Werewolf" script. 

"When I looked at this 
part, I thought of some- 
thing ('Big Country' di- 
rector) William Wyler 
told me," he says. "He 
told me, Mf you ever look 
at a part that really lets 
you go out on the edge, 
take ii. Even if no one's 
going to sec it. Because 
those roles don't come.- 
along too often.' " 

Ironically, the endur-' 
ing popularity of "The 
Rifleman" - Connors still 
sends out 500 photos 
each week of himself as 
McCain - has allowed 
htm to play more unsa- - 
vory characters. 

"That role protects 
me," he explains. "Ev- 
erywhere 1 go, I'm recog- 
nized as the Rifleman. 
And they don' t just say, 'I 
watched you.* They say, 
'I grew up with you."' 

Connors will revert to 
his heroic persona in two 
upcoming films. In i 
"Grandpa Hawk,", he 
plays a Texas lawman 
that he calls "Grandpa. 
Rambo." And in "Terror 
Squad," he thwarts ter- , 
rorists who sabotage an. 
atomic reactor in the Mid- 
west. "I play a sheriff in 
the town," Connors says. 
"I play a good guy in this 
one."
